POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


Commissioner Roosevelt Says They 
are Causing Trouble. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10. — From the 
present indications the Civil Service Com- 
mission will be busy with the investiga- 
tion of cases of assessments for po- 
litical purposes for some time to come.. 
Speaking of the prevalence of these 
charges, Commissioner Roosévelt said to- 
day: We have had more trouble on ac- 
count of these cases this year than in 
other years during which à . Presidential 
‘Campaign occurred. I am glad to have 
a chance to say something about the 
matter. Under the decision-of the Attor- 
ney-General we can not proceed against 
those persons who solicit by letter. How- 
ever, we will publish broadcast what is 
being done and guarantee to employees 
that they need not donate one cent. If 
in any way molested, we shall try to 
them. proseecute those who molest 
em 
“We shall present the matter to Con- 
gress and urge as strenuously as pos- 
sible that legislation be had to punish 
solicitation by letter as well as in per- 
son. During the past month we have had 
two decisions favorable to our position, 
one in Ohio and the other in Kentucky, 
and both of the offenders have been hedv- 
ily fined. If we can, get at the offend- 
ers we will have them punished as rigor- 
ously as possible. I want to say that no 
man in office, whether Democrat or Repub- 
lican, is under any obligation to contrib- 
ute to a campaign fund, and cannot be 
molested in any way dy his superiors for 
refusing. This assessment is mere black- 
mail, and we intend to make a war on it 
in every way possible. We intend to con- 
duct a complete in ys of these 
cases.

The Story of the Awful Disaster as 
Told by One Who Wit- 
nessed it. 


Heroism of a Boy—Two Brothers are 
' Pinned Down by Heavy Tim-- 
bers—The Owner of the 
Building Arrested.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—While the storm 
here was at its height, just before 4 
o'clock this morning, a new, eight-story 
building at No. 74 Monroe street collapsed, 
bearing down upon the house at No. 72 
Monroe and on the rear extension of the 
building on the other side, No. 76. Both 
places were filled with sleeping tenants, 
who were buried under the tremendous 
ruins. The crash of faliing walls aroused 
the neighbors, who, scantily clad, began 
the work of rescue, which was continued 
well into the day by the police and fire- 
men. They mined far under the bricks 
and beams and mortar, and from the 
ruins they took the dead and injured.

It was 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
‘that the last nail was placed in the roof, 
and then there was great rejoicing. The 
workmen put five or six flags up so that 
the bright stripes would hang over the 
streets, and two kegs of beer were taken 
up to the top story to add to the general 
rejoicings., To this morning’s disaster 
there seems to have been two eye-wit- 
nesses, and the story they tell agrees in 
every particular. 

Thomas Walsh is the watchman at 
Hecker’s stables in the rear of the house 
which fell. It was just 3:30 o’clock when 
the disaster occurred. It was a wild night. 
The rain fell in torrents and the wind 
blew a gale. The watchman says that 
there was a sort of mysterious half-light 
in the air which he cannot describe. By 
it through the blackness of the night, he 
says, he was preparing to make his 
rounds of the stabie, the side walls of this 
big new. building and the slanting “sheets 
of rain as they beat down upon it. 

“I'll never forget that sight,“ 
Walsh. Even as he looked there came a 
change in the appearance of the side of 
the wall. It seemed to the watchman that 
a big black line suddenly appeared diag- 
onally across it from the top to bottom. 
Before Walsh could realize that the dark 
line was a crack in the wall there was a 
low rumbling sound and the seven stories 
of the building crumbled before his eyes. 
For a moment Walsh stood amazed. A 
cloud of dust went up, but the pelting rain 


recover himself to re-enter the stable. 
Walter J. Bryan oi No. 77 Monroe street 
was returning home, and stood at the 
corner of Pike and Monroe streets, fifty 
feet away when the building fell. He saw 
the big crack in the wall, too, and saw 
the building topple for an instant before 
it fell. That building,“ said the witness, 
“was more badly put up than any that 
was ever put up by Buddensiek.“ Bud- 
densiek is the man that went to State's 
prison for eighteen years for using sand 
in the building of houses instead of motar. 
When policemen patrolling in the vicin- 
ity reached the scene of the catastrophe, 
called thither By the noise of the falling

The three-story house to the north, some 
of the occupants of which were also in- 
jured, bad on the ground floor the 
family of Michael J. McGuirk, consisting 
of five people, all of whom slept in the ex- 
tension, which was crushed in. All of

The boy could 
talk to the men, and he said: Don't 
mind me. My mother and father are back 
of me, somewhere,“ but the men worked 
on, and in ten minutes they had the lit- 
tle fellow free, and carried him into the 
echoothouse. He did not seem to be in- 
jured in the slightest degree. The second 
corpse recovered was taken from the rear 
of what had been the two-story building. 
It was that of M. Steinman, aged 31 years. 
Then the body of Abraham Karoness, 9 
years old, was taken out, an hour later that 
of Mrs. Jennie Steinman was recovered. 

Louis Abrams and his brother Maurice, 
who were dug out of the ruins, told of their 
experience. Louis said he went to bed 
a half hour before the building fell. He 
had just fallen asleep, and suddenly the 
crash came. He felt something strike him 
and he fainted. When he regained. con- 
sciousness he found himself pinned to his 
bed. A heavy piece of timber was over 
his breast. His brother was lying by his 
side, and was also pinned down. They 
talked together until rescued by the fire- 
men. The injuries of the men are not 80 
serious.’ 

Louis Aaronwitz, the owner of the build- 
ing, was brought into the Essex Market 
Police Court this afternoon.

John C. Gault’s s Estate Worth Little 
\ Over Sixteen Thousand.

OHICAGO, Oct. 10.—John C. Gault died 
a poorer man than he believed. The will 
of the great railroad man has just been 
filed in the Probate Court. A petition for 
letters of administnation by the widow, 
Julia. C. Gault, accompanied it, in which 
the estate was valued at $16,200, An in- 
surance policy for $10,000 was the chief 
asset.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 10.—(By Atlantic G 
ble.) Various local rumors are in circula- 
tion, the most prominent being that 40,000 
Japanese troops have landed near Suan 


Hai-Kwan on the boundary between the M- 


nese provinces of Manchuria and Chi-Lé, 
at the eastern end of the great wall which 
traverses China. The telegraph wires have 
been cut, thus hindering communication 
with the district. A report, classed bere 
as unreliable, says the Japanese have ef- 
fected a landing near New-Chawng, tie 
Gulf of Loao-Ton. 

It is reported that several Japanese war- 
ships have been sighted off Takauar. A 
dispatch received from Tien-Tsin today 
states that the British and Russian Min- 
isters have arrived there, and that. they 
will proceed at once to Peking. Another 
which reached this city is that after a K 
mish, which took place north of the Ya-Lee 
River, yesterday, the Japanese posts were 
driven back across the river. Advices re 
ceived here from Port Arthur say that 
the repairs to the Chinese fleet engaged in 
the battle of Ya-Loo River have been com- 
pleted, and the lot will proceed to sea to 
day. 

Suan-Hai-Kwan, where the Japanese are 
reported to have landed 40,000 troops, is 
directly on the railroad building from Tien- 
Tsin to Moukden, and is of great strategic 
importance. In fact, the opinion has been 
expressed that if Suan-Hai-Kwan is cap 
tured, there is nothing to prevent the 
Japanese marching on to Peking. A Japa- 
nese fleet was reported to have been 
sighted off Suan-Hai-Kwan on Septem- 
ber 29. 

NEW-CHWANG TO FALL. 

LONDON, Oct. 10. — A dispatch from 
Shanghai says that it is stated on good 
authority that a large force of Japanese 
had been landed near New-Chwang, Gulf 
of Leao-Ton, and the capture of that place 
within a few days is inevitable. 

THE “CHAU-CHAUS” HAVB HAD 
ENOUGH. 

LONDON, Oct. 10.—A dispatch from Ber- 
lin alleges that China has asked Germany 
to use her good offices to terminate the 
war with Japan. 

PRINCE YAMASHIMA.

WASHINGTON Oct. 10:—The October 
returns to the Statistician of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, make the general 
condition of corn as not materially differ- 
ent from that of last month, it being 642 
against 63.4 in September, a gain of 
eight-tenths of one point. In most of the 
Southern States the condition has fallen 
since the last report, but in some of the 
Western States there has been slight gains 
in the condition. 

The averages of condition in the largest 
surplus corn-growing States are as fol- 
lows: Tennessee, 88; Kentucky, 77; Ohio, 
71; Michigan, 56; Indiana, 78; Illinois, 78; 
Wisconsin, 54; Minnesosta, 54; Missouri, 
71: Kansas, 45; Nebraska, 14; South Da- 
kota, 44; North Dakota 80; California, 94. 

The returns of the yield per acre of 
wheat indicate a production of about 13. 
bushels, being one-eighth of a bushe 
greater than last October. The rate of 
yield by States is as follows: New York, 
14.8; Pennsylvania, 15,3; Ohio, 19.4; Michi- 
gan, 15.8; Indiana, 19.4; Illinois, 18.3; Wise 
consin, 16.5; Minnesota, 12.9; Iowa, 14.8;

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—The general strike 
of the Cloakmakers’ Union, which was or- 
dered by a general vote of the union, 
promises to be more extended than was 
at first thought. The cutters belonging 
to the United Cloak and Suitoutters’ Union, 
numbering 1000, will go owt tomorrow, and 
this action, it is believed, will paralyze 
the trade. 

The strike was originally intended to be 
a sympathetic one jn support of the etrikers 
in the establishments of Julius Stein & 
Co., N. Granner & Co., A. Baller & Co., 
and Heller & Dinkelspiel. Now it is a 
strike against the plece-work system. 
Committees were sent around early to or- 
der the strikes. The 2000 hands in Grier, 
Jonassen & Co.'s factory were among the 
first to go out. Among the larger firms 
where the numbers could be learned it 
was said that 1500 struck in Samuel Oppen- 
heimer's, and 1000 in Popekin & Co,’s 
place in “Grand street.

CHICAGO, Ot. 10.—The feature of the | 


quarterly dinner of the Union League 
Club last night was the speech of Carroll 
D. Wright, United States Labor Commis- 
sioner, on the subject of arbitration of dis- 
putes between employers and employees, 
In substance Wright spoke as follows: 

“I must Umit myself to compulsory ar- 
bitration as applied to productive industry. 
The first great question ‘Shall a man have 
a right to do what he will with his own?’ 
We say, ‘No, he may not, if what 
wishes to do with it is likely to injure the 
property or health of his neighbor.’ A 
man must submit to the wishes of the 
community in regard to his own property. 
A third limitation is likely to be added to 
the answer of „ The answer will 
soon be, ‘No, not if you injure the stand- 
ard of living of your neighbor.’ 

“How, then, shall the answer be met 
when it comes so that industry shall not 
be killed by its consequences? No way 
has been devised to prevent strikes. The 
most that can be done fs to reduce them 
in number and severity, Arbitration can- 
not prevent them. Voluntary arbitration 
seems a logical answer. -I pass to com- 
pulsory arbitration. The advocates of this 
say that, first, both parties to a dispute 
must be compelled to ccme into court; 
and that, second, when the court issues 
its decree it must be inforced as any 
other decree would be inforced. Let us 
see how this will work. | 

“A is a manufacturer who pays his men 
on an average of $2 a day. Owing to some 
cause he finds he cannot pay this any 
longer and reduces wages to $1.80. The 
men oppose this. They say they cannot 
live on less than $2. ‘The employer says 
he cannot pay more. The matter is taken 
before a compulsory court of arbitration. 
Suppose the court says the men must take 
the $1.80. How can this be inforced. Say 
there are 500 employees. Who can make 
them work? The Constable, the Sheriff, 
the posse comitatus, the military forces 
may be called out, But none can make 
them work. The decree is dead from the 
beginning. Suppose the court says the 
manufacturer must pay the $2. But if he 
really cannot afford to do so what must 
help him? The employer must do one of 
two things: Bither he must adulterate 
his goods to make up the difference, or he 
must combine with other employers in a 
trust to keep up the prices. The law will 
have compelled one of these things. 

‘There is also an economic question to 
be considered. If the State says the em- 
ployers must pay a fixed price for work 
it has practically fixed a price for the 
commodity. The law can fix the price, 
but it can not compel the consumer to 
buy at that price. The next logical step 
is to make it a penal offense not to buy at 
the price. Then why not let Ww 
fix the prices of everything directly? It 
would be cheaper to do this directly than 
through the cumbersome machinery of 
compulsory arbitration. He has little on 
‘fredom of contract’ now. He must sub- 
mit to ruling prices, but compulsory arbi- 
tration will destroy what little he has 
left. It will establish the prices at which 
he can sell the only commodity he pos- 
sesses—that is, his labor. He must ac- 
cept $1.80 or not work at all, if the court 
tells him to do so, even if the actual 
cost of living is $2. On whatever side 
we look at it, com arbitration 
means the death of industry and the en- 
slavement of labor. 

There may be some modification of 
the general principle developed in the 
future. There should be a protest by the 
community against it. Few labor organ- 
izations indorse it. A few scholars and 
thinkers are almost the only ones who 
really indorse it. To adopt it would be 
to go back to the ages from which we 
have been divorced. It would be going 
back to a worse barbarism than we have 
ever had on this continent. There would

The Spacious Rooms and Hall 
Thronged During the Entire 
Evening. 


Welcoming Address by J. S. Slauson. 
Elaborate and Beautiful Floral 
Decorations—The Per- 
manent Exhibit. 


Never in the history of this city has a 
nore thoroughly representative gathering of 
its solid business men been seen than that 
which assembled last night on the occasion 
of the formal opening by the Chamber of 
Commerce of its spacious new quarters at 
the corner of Broadway and Fourth street, 
nor has any similar event ever been cele- 
brated with more eclat. 

At a low estimate fully five thousand 
people of both sexes visited the chamber 
‘during the evening, in response to the in- 
vitation of the members of that organiza- 
tion, who celebrated their installment in 
their new quarters by according a right 
royal reception to their friends and the 
public generally. 

Society was represented in all its 
branches. Public officials, from the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court to the petti- 
est civic functionary, members of the bar, 
the medical profession, literary men, ar- 
tists, bankers, musicians, and merchants 


and their wives and daughters, mingled to- 


gether in a heterogeneous, but still har- 
monious, whole, in a common cause, to see 
and be seen. 

Unlike most public receptions t there 
wad something to be seen on this occa- 
sion, for the exhibit-room of the Chamber 
Was a marvel of beauty and taste, and con- 
tained, withal, more objects of interest 
than it was possible to inspect, ‘however 
cursorily, within the limited time at the 
disposal of the crowd. 

Everything was so artistically displayed 
and delicately arranged that even the veg- 
etable monstrosities, which form a striking 
feature of the permanent. exhibit of South- 
ern California products, had charms which 
they never possessed before. The whole 
exhibit, in fact, presented more the ap- 
pearance of a charity fair than that of 
a permanent demonstration of the growth 
and enterprise of a locality. Too much 
credit cannot be given to Secretary WII- 
lard and Superintendent Wiggins and his 
corps of assistants for the taste exhibited 
in their arrangement of the articles placed 
at their dispogal, for it is by no means an 
easy matter to harmonize such a motley 
collection of vari-colored objects, as was 
turned over to them a few days ago. 

* Among the most conspicuous objects in 
the room are the walnut elephant, which 
was so striking a feature of the Southern 
California exhibit at the Midwinter Fair: 
the mammoth wine bottle, the oil tower, 
and the confectionery exhibit of the Bishop 
Company, and these were-constantly sur- 
rounded by an admiring crowd all even- 
ing. The other most attractive features 


were the artroom, which was most ad- 


vantageously arranged, and the reception 
rooms beneath it. 

The hall was profusely decorated for the 
occasion with evergreens of various kinds. 


Festoons of ivy hung from the ceiling 


round the edge of the great skylight, and 
the rails round the galleries were literally 
covered with sprays of the same plant. The 
spaces between the pillars were bridged 
with palm leaves in a most effective man- 
ner, while stands of palms and other trop- 
ical plants were scattered around among 
the exhibits. A beautiful stand of tall 
palms and ferns, at the head of the stairs 
from the Broadway entrance, relieved the 
eye, wearied by the glare of the myriads of 
electric lights and the bright colors of the 
display of products. 

In the center of the west gallery a small 
platform was arranged for the officers of 
the evening and speakers, which was ar- 
tistically draped with the beautiful Stars 


and Stripes.

Remarks by J. S. Slauson, President 


of the Evening, and Others— 
An Attractive Musical 
Programme, 


The exercises, which were of commend-

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THE PERMANENT EXHIBIT. 


A FINE DISPLAY OF SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA PRODUCTS. 


Almost Every Section in the Lower 
End of the State Represented. 
Some of the Special 
Features. 


The exhibts are tastefully arranged, the 
larger and more particularly striking fea- 
tures being placed about the middle of the 
main floor, and the others being assigned 
about the sides of the main floor and on 
the balcony floor above. 

The various exhibits are described in de- 
tail as follows: 


Walnut tower, plate-glass and nickel, 
ten-foot base, twenty-five feet high; con- 
tains 200 pounds of nuts; was exhibited at 
the World's Fair and at the Midwinter 


nuts were donated by the Rivera Walnut- 
growers’ Association. The expense of build- 
ing the case was paid by the County 
World's Fair Committee; cost, $1200. It 
was designed by Mr. Bison of this city, 
and was built by a Chicago firm. Attached 
to the tower is a card bearing the inscrip- 


tion: The walnut-growers of Rivera sold 
forty-five carl of nuts As a consequence 
of the exhibit a © World's Fair and Mid- 
winter Fair.“ 

The walnut elephant is covered with 850 
pounds of English walnuts over a wire 
frame that stands ten feet high. It weighs 
2000 pounds, and is surmounted with a 
houdah made of Egyptian corn, Dent corn, 
broom corn, barley, wheat and tree moss. 
This was one of the main attractions at 
the Midwinter Fair. It cost $500. Under 
the elephant, among other things, is a jar 
containing sections of a watermelon in 
an excellent state of preservation. 

Wine bottle, twenty-five feet high, was 
made in this city and exhibited at the Mid- 
winter Fair; is covered with ninety cases 
of wine, donated by C. F. A. Last, Sierra 
Madre Vintage Company, Cucamonga Wine 
Agency, Steineke & Bruning, H. J. Wool- 
lacott, Pironi & Slatri, Pacific Wine Com- 
pany and Secondo Guasti. 

The ear of corn, twenty-three feet high, 
six-foot base, covered with forty-five 
bushels of white Dent corn, donated by 
Rivera and Whittier. his also was a 
drawing card at the Midwinter Fair. 

The kiosk of dried fruit stands 6x15 feet, 
and contains samples artistically arranged 
of all the commercial dried fruits ‘of South- 
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ern California. The work was done by W. 


inally used as a walnut exhibit in the Cal- 
ifornia building at the World's Fair. 

The olive tower, six feet base, seventeen 
feet high, a feature of the Pomona Board 
of Trade, for the Midwinter Fair, is cov- 
ered with oil and olives put up by J. L. 
Howland. The base is covered with .@gied 
fruits and olives on branches. Pomona 
also furnished a large variety of olives 
from the nursery of J. S. Calkins, and, be- 
sides these, there are samples of fresh 
fruit and bunches of green dates which at- 
tract a good deal of attention. A part of 
the Pomona exhibit was at the World's 
and Midwinter fairs. 

Catalina Island is represented by a 
handsome booth constructed of serpentine 
marble N turned and carved. This 
exhibit cost $3000. It is furnished by the 
Banning Bros. It has deen much admired, 
and adds another enterprise to the many 
heretofore unknown treasures of Southern 
California.

Riverside county displays her Midwinter 
Fair material, consisting of dried fruits, 
raisins, grains, olives, honey and scenic 
photographs, ona table on the main ‘floor, 
and also occupies one side of an educa- 
tional table in the gallery, with photo- 
graphs cf her county school and city 
school buildings.

THE NEW QUARTERS 


ARE ADMIRABLY ADAPTED FOR 
| THEIR PURPOSE. 


Designed Especially for the Use of 
the Chamber—Very Handsomely 
aud Tastily Furnished 


The new quarters of the Chamber of 
Commerce occupy the whole of the second 
and third stories of a new building which 
has been erected on the southeast corner of 
Fourth and Broadway by George Mason, a 
well-known capitalist of this city. The lo- 
cation ts a peculiarly favorable one in view 
of the fact of the rapid development which 


is going on in that section of the city, and: 
it may safely be predicted that before the 


term of five years for which the lease is to 
run is terminated, the center of the busi- 
ness portion of the city will be somewhere 
in the vicinity of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. building. The structure was de- 
signed especially for the use and ac- 


and labcratories. 


furnished room, done in Japanese style in 
blue and white colors, where it is in- 
tended that the wives of members and 
lady tourists can-sit and read and write, 
serving for the ladies much the same pur- 
pose that the. chibrooms do in the oppo- 
site corner of the building. Here also 
are the ladies’ toilet-rooms 

The entire series of rooms running along 
Broadway open into one another in such a 
way that, standing in one end of the build- 
ing, one can see clear through to the other 
end, this forming a striking vista. 

From the main floor of the exhibit-room 
two stairways lead to the galleries and 
the second-story rooms. On the second 
story a series of rooms runs all along the 
Broadway side. On the corner of Fourth 
is the assembly-room, 50x25 feet, which will 
seat 250 people. Adjoining. this is the art- 
room, 40x25 feet, which is lighted by 
three skylights from above, the windows 
being curtained to prevent cross lights on 
the pictures. This room is one of the most 
important features of the building, and in 
the belief of the artists and art-loving 
people of the city is destined to exercise a 
considerable influence in the development 
of work of that class in this section. The 
artists of the city have formed an asso- 
ciation for the purpose of preparing an ex- 
hibit for this room, and a committee was 
appointed to pass upon all the pictures 
sent in. Of those that were presented a 
large number were rejected, but enough 
were accepted to fill he walls of the room 
and make a thoroughly creditable display. 
It is to be lighted at night with electric 
lights with tin reflectors. 

In a room 14x25 feet, adjoining the art- 
room, the Natural History Scciety of 


Southern California has prepared a dis- 


play of birds’ eggs and stuffed birds, which 
forms a valuable adition to the exhibit. 
The adjoining room on the corner of the 
builiing will be used as a commiitee- 
room. 

On the Fourth street side, in the corner 
of the building nearest Spring street there 
are three rooms, the one on the upper 
story being used for a janitor’s apartment, 
and the two downstairs for packing-rooms 

In the corner neares' 
Spring are the lavatories for gentlemen. 
‘Tt will be seen from this description 
that the ‘building is admirably equipped 
for the uses of the chamber, and its fur- 
nishing and appearance are of a sort to in- 
spire residents of Los Angeles who are 
showing friends about the city with a very 
proper and reasonable pride.

Two stairways lead up to the quar- 
ters of the chamber, one on Broadway, 
which is constructed of marble, and 
is eight feet wide, nd one in the ex- 
treme corner of the building on Fourth 
street nearest Spring, six feet wide. 
The building has frontage 
of 120 feet on Broadway and 120 feet on 
Fourth, and is square except that a section 
12x80 feet is taken out for lights in the 
rear. Three sides of the building are little 
else than windows, the Fourth and Broad- 
way sides being of handsome plate glass. 
A huge skylight 60x24 feet lets in such a 
volume of light that on the darkest day 
there is not a corner in shadow 
. The main portion of the building is 
taken up with the exhibit-room, which is 
80x120 feet in size, and has a height under 
the skylight of forty feet. Galleries of an 
average width of twenty feet overhang this 
exhibit-room, and add to the total floor 
space available for purposes of display. 
The total area thus provided is 15,680 
square fect. The section of the floor which 
is free from galleries is 80x44 feet, and 
forms a beautiful rotunda where the taller 
features of the exhibit can be shown to 
superb advantage. The interior finish of 
the. whole building is a rough gray trow- 
elled plaster, soft to the eye and forming 
an excellent back-ground to the exhibits. 
The wood work of the building is done in 
Oregon pine, with a natural finish, with oak 
doors and mantels and handsome trim- 
mings. The building is lighted throughout 
with incandescent electric lights, many of 
them of thirty-two and fifty candle-power. 
They are scattered throughout the exhibit 
room from the dome to the lower walls in 
such a way as to make the sight a brilliant 
one at night. 

The rooms and offices of the chamber 
are, with three exceptions, on the Broad- 
way side. Entering by the Broadway 
stairs, one turns to the left on the main 
floor to enter the directors’ roam, which 
is a large, handsome apardment, twenty- 
five feet square, and opening by wide 
double doors into the members’ chrbroom, 
which is also uwenty-five feet square, and 
is located exactly in the Fourth and 
Broadway corner of the building. These 
rooms are dlegantly furnished, with large 
oak tables and man’‘els, che mantel in the 
clubrdm having been donated by Henry 
Bohrman. They are also provided with 
easy-chairs, couches and window seats. 

In the directors’ room the walls are cov- 
ered with portraits, chiefly those of ex- 
presidents cf the chamber, together with 
the present president, Senator White and 
Don Pio Pico. Views of California scen- 
ery are shown on the Walls of the club- 
rocm. It is designed to keép these two 
roms for the use of the members as a 
rendezvous for the business men of the 
city to meet one another socially. A large 
rack contains the daily newspapers of 
Southern California, San Francisco, Den- 
ver, Chicago, Boston and New York, and 
on the tables are scatered the latest mag- 
azines and weekly papers; both of a com- 
mercial and literary character. This is a 
new feature of the chamber, and gives it 
much the character and convenience of the 
commerelal club. 


On turning to the right from the Broad- 
way stairs, on the same floor with the 
chrbrooms, one enters the offices of the 
secretary and superintendent, three pleas- 
ant, well-furnished' rooms. Next to the 
office of the superintendent is the public 
reading-room, ‘where the newspapers of 
California are kept on file for the conven- 
lence of tourists and visitors from the 
country.

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"CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE OR- 
GANIZATION. 


Its Beginning in an Informal Meet- 
ing Held in October, Eighteen 
Hundred and Eighty- 
eight—Its Growth. 


The Chamber of Commerce had its be- 
ginning in an informal meeting, which 
was called by W. E. Hughes, Maj. E. W. 
Jones, S. B. Lewis and one or two others, 
who suggested that the business men of 
the city should get together and discuss 
ways and means for advancing the general 
public interests, and, if it should be found 
advisable, start an organizafion having 
some such purpose permanently in view. 

About twenty-five gentlemen met in re- 
sponse to this call at the rooms of the 
Board of Trade, Thursday, October 11, 1888. 
After some general discussion it was de- 
cided to adjourn to Monday, October 15, 
and endeavor to secure a larger meeting. 

At the adjourned meeting about one hun- 
dred were present. Maj. E. W. Jones pre- 
sided, J. V. Wachtel acting as secretary. 
Col. H. G. Otis offered a resolution setting 
forth the purposes of the proposed organi- 
zation in much the same shape as thev 
now appear on the by-laws—‘‘To induce im- 
migration, stimulate industries, help to 
establish manutactories, etc. A commit- 
tee was appointed, of which Col. Otis was 
made chairman, to prepare a constitution 
and by-laws for the organization. The rolls 
were then opened for members and ninety- 
six names were at once entered, and the 
initiation fee of $5 paid. Of those who 
then signed forty-two are still members of 
the chamber. 

The chamber opened an office on the 
ground floor of the Board of Trade building 
on First street, using the meeting-room of 
the Board of Trade for the meetings of 
the members, which were at that time held 
monthly. The chamber continued to hold 
monthly meetings during the first three 
years of its existence, but when the mem- 
bership passed 400 it was found imprac- 
ticable to have its business affairs trans- 
acted by so large a body, and the plan 
was adopted of leaving the details of work 
in the hands of the board of directors. 

In February of 1889 the chamber moved 
into the rooms of the Union League Club 
at No. 225 West First street, occupying 
these quarters until April 1, 1890, when the 
permanent exhibit was established in the 
Mott building on Main street. 

Maj. E. W. Jones, who was called upon 
to. preside at the first meeting, served the 
chamber for two years and a half as presi- 
dent, retiring in 1891 to be succeeded by 
C. M. Wells. Mr. Wells was succeeded in 
January, 1893, by D. Freeman, who is the 
president of the chamber and is now com- 
pleting his second term. 


During the organization of the chamber 
J. V. Wachtel acted as secretary. He was 
succeeded by Thomas A. Lewis, who 
served for three months. M. R. Higgins 
was elected at the beginning of 1889 and 
he served one year, to be succeeded in 1890 
by H. W. Patton. Mr. Patton served six 
months and H. J. Hanchette. who suc- 
ceeded him, served nine months. In April 
of 1891 C. D. Willard took the position 
and has occupied it up to the present 
time, three years and a half. Frank Wig- 
gins was elected superintendent of the 
exhibit in April of 1890 and has occupied 
the position to the present time. although 
he spent a year and a half of that period 
2 the fairs in Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco. 

On the first day of September. 1894, the 
chamber moved from the Mott building 
its new quarters on the corner of Fourth 
and Broadway, which were thrown open 
to the public for the first time last night.

This is of interest to us in Southern 
California, as much of our cattle sup- 
ply is drawn from Arizona. : 

Until recently the leading product 
of Arizona has been silver, in fact, 
for a time silver and sunshine were 
about the only products. The great 
decline in the price of silver, which 
necessitated the closing down of al 
the important silver mines, was, of 
course, a great blow to the Territory, 
but according to the report of Gov. 
Hughes the loss has been made up 
to a great extent in another direction, 
the gold product, which has hitherto 
been insignificant, exceeding that of 
silver for the year ending June 30, 
1894, the figures being: Gold, $2,080,- 
250; silver, $1,700,800. As a similar 
state of affairs exists In all the Amer- 
ican States and Territories which pro- 
duce the precious metals, and as there 
has been an immensely increased out- 
put of gold during the year in South 
Africa and Australia, it looks very 
much as if the silver question might 
before long settle itself. The copper 
mining industry of Arizona is also in 
a flourishing condition, the output for 
the year amounting to 48,270,500 
pounds. 


The population of the Territory is 
not large. Even allowing for the ex- 
tensive deserts, there is plenty of 
room for increase in a section which 
is more than two-thirds the size of 
California. In 1890 the census gave 
Arizona a population just about equal 
to that of Los Angeles city, and since 
then it appears to have been growing 
at about the same rate, Gov. Hughes 

timating it at “not to exceed 

0,000,” of which 11,300 are Mexicans 
and 1362 Chinese. While the popula- 
tion of the Territory has, according 
to the Governor, been increasing, the 
assessed valuation of property has 
not kept pace with it, having dropped 
$1,424,208 from 1893 and $8,944,912 
from 1883, the present valuation be- 
ing $27,061,974, which is about one- 
third the assessment of Los Angeles 
county. Arizona does not owe very 
much, the Territorial debt being only 
$874,624, and the total debt; including 
county and municipal liabilities, about 
$3,000,000. 

It is not a matter for surprise to 
any who are acquainted with the cir- 
cumstances of the case that Gov. 
Hughes strongly indorses the Carey 
bill, which proposes to cede 1,000,000 
acres of land to each State and Ter- 
ritory in the arid region, and that he 
even urges an amendment to the bill so 
that Arizona woud not have to wait for 
statehood to get possession of the 
land. Those of us, however, who re- 
member that letter which Collis Hunt- 
ington wrote to the late Gen. Colton, 
in which he declared the Arizona 
Legislature to be the cheapest he ever 
purchased, having only cost $5000, en 
bloc, may well doubt the wisdom of 
entrusting the handling of so large an 
amount of land to such a body, for 
if reports are to be believed the cost 
of a member of the average Arizona 
Assembly or Council has not in- 
creased so rapidly as the development 
of the Territory during the past 
twenty years. 3

In the course of his report Gov. 
Hughes devotes considerable space to 
a product which is not generally re- 
ferred to in such documents, namely, 
the whisky product. In this the in- 
fluence of the Governor's better-half 
who is a strong and outspoken pro- 
hibitionist, is clearly manifest. The 
Governor's statements in regard to the 
pernicious effects of the Arizona 
brand of vitriol are doubtless correct, 
but they are liable to bring upon his 
head as big a protest as that which 
followed his opposition to statehood. 
Mr: Hughes says on this subject: 

“There are 672 saloons and ten 
wholesale liquor houses in Arizona. 
The average number of inmates of 
the Territorial Insane Asylum during 
the year was 97. The average num- 
ber of inmates of the Territorial 
prison was 155. 

“It has been estimated by compe- 
tent authority that the Arizona drink 
bill for the year was $3,056,000, and 
this does not include the cost of pun- 
ishment of crime resulting directly 
It is estimated that 
not less than 50 per cent. of the cost 
of maintaining the county and Terri- 
torial governments comes from in- 
temperance.” 

He then goes on to criticise the Fed- 
eral government for legalizing the 
whisky traffic. A saloon to every 
hundred inhabitants is certainly a 
liberal allowance, but the figures 
could probably be duplicated, if not 
exceeded in any of the mining States 
and Territories. 

In regard to the question of state- 
hood, Gov. Hughes does not oppose 
it outright in his report, but says that 
there is a diversity of opinion as to 
the merits of the Constitution framed 
three years ago, and that a large 
majority of the people would prefer 
another Constitution. 

Arizona undoubtedly has a brilliant 
future, a future in which Los Angeles 
is deeply interested, as this city is 
and will always remain the com- 
mercial capital of a section of which 
Arizona is an important subdivision. 
In many respects our interests are the 
same and the-people of the Territory 
may always count on our sympathy 
and support in any of their legitimate 
aspirations.

More Victims of the Mine 
Explosion. 


Lord and Lady Brassey of London 
Were to Have Visited the 


Property. 


The More Estate Divided—Dr. Prack- 
ett Nervous—”’Bunco” Kelly 
Confesses—Gigantic Coal 
Combine.

SEATTLE, Oct. 10.—Two more men have 
died as the result of the dust explosion 
at the Newcastle coal mine yésterday, 
George Dobson and David J. Lioyd; while 
it is expected that two others will die, 
which will bring the fatalities up to five. 

Debson, who ts supposed to be the in- 
direct, cause of the explosion, died this 
morning at daylight, and Lloyd died dur- 
ing the forenoon. Giles, the colored 
driver, is still unconscious and cannot live 
long. Superintendent Corey has done all 
that he can to alleviate the sufferings of 
the injured. The mine will be put in 
shape for work by tomorrow. 

By a fortunate circumstance, Lord and 
Lady Brassey of London, who are touring 


through the Sound country, were not in 


the mine at the time the explosion oc- 
curred. Lord Brassey owns $1,500,000 of 
stock in the Oregon Improvement Com- 
pany, and is the owner of the Newcastle 
mine, and it was the intention to have 
the distinguished couple visit the mine, 
but at the last moment the programme 
was changed, and they were taken tothe 
Franklin mine. Had they proceeded to 
Newcastle they. would have undoubtedly 
huve been in the mime when the ex- 
plosion occurred, 

The Coroner’s inquest on the three men 
killed by the explosion began today. The 
jury returned a verdict at {1 p.m., finding 
that the explosion occurred in breast No. 
33; that the deaths were purely accidental, 
and exonerated the Oregon Improvement 
Company from all blame. The dead will 
be buried tomorrow.

Recommendations for Legislation 
Adopted at Baltimore. 
4ssociated Press Leased-wire Gervice. 

DALTIMORE, Oct. 10.—The twentieth 
annual convention of whe American Asso- 
clation of Bankers convened at Ford’s Op- 
er@house at 10:30 o'clock, Rvery section of 
the Union is represented. Addresses of 
welcome were made by John P. Poe and 
Enoch Pratt, chairman of the Baltimore 
Clearing-house. 

Mayor Latrobe’s address of welcome was 
responded to by President White, who in 
turn, was followed by Myron T. Herrick 
of Cleveland. His subject was The 
Newspaper Press and its Influence. on 
Finance in 1893.“ The association will pe- 
following 
amendment to the National Banking Act 
for the purpose of establishing a safe and 
elastic currency: 

Section 1. The provision of the Na- 
tional Banking Abt requiring the deposit 
of bonds to secure circulating notes here- 
after issued shall be repealed. 

“Bec. 2. All of the banks to issue cir- 
culating notes to the amount of 50 per 
cent. of their paid-up, unimpaired capital, 
subject to a tax of one-half of 1 per cent. 
upon the average amount of circulation 
outstanding for the year; and an addi- 
tional circulation of 25 per cent. of their 
paid-up, unimpaired capital, subject both 
to the tax on one-half of 1 per cent. and to 
an additional tax per annum upon the 
average amount of such circulation out- 
standing for the year; said additional 26 
per cent. to be known as emergency cir- 
culation.”’ 

“Sec. 3. The tax of one-half of 1 per 
cent. upon the average amount of circula- 
tion outstanding shall be paid to the 
Treasurer of the United States as a means 
of revenue out of of which the expense of 
the office of Comptroller of the Currency, 
the printing of circulating notes, etc., 
shall be defrayed. The excess over one- 
hafi of 1 per cent. imposed on the ‘emer- 
gency circulation’ shall be paid into the 
‘guarantee fund’ referred to in section 6. 

“Sec. 4. The banks issuing circulation 
shall deposit and maintain with the Treas- 
urer of the United States ‘a redemption 
fund,’ equal to 5 per cent. of their aver- 
age outstanding circulation, as provided 
for under the existing laws.

FIELD OF POLITICS. 


THE DEMOCRATS ARE DIVIDED 
AGAINST THEMSELVES. 


Republican Activity Fails to Even 
Rouse the Unterrified from Their 
Deep-seated Stupor—A Non- 

partisan Movement. 


Nothing could indicate more strongly the 
relative condition of the Republican and 
Democratic parties in the county than a 
comparison of the scenes which are en- 
acted daily at the respective headquarters 
of the political powers in this city. At 
the Republican rooms all is life and ac- 
tivity. A corps of assistant secretaries and 
stenographers are kept constantly employed 
all day long attending to the demands 
from the country for speakers and cam- 
paign literature, and looking after the 
pile of correspondence which daily bur- 
dens the office. Everything about the place 
bears the mark of successful effort, and 
harmony prevails throughout the entire 
system of management. Chairman Wood 
has been unusually fortunate in being able 
to devote almost his whole time to the di- 
rection of the campaign. Several detach- 
ments of speakers are now making a thor- 
ough canvass af the county in the inter- 
ests of Republicanism, and that their 
presence is appreciated by a majority of 
the voters in nearly all the districts vis- 
ited, is evidenced by the reports sent in 
of large crowds and enthusiastic meetings 
being the condition witnessed everywhere. 

A visit to the rooms of the Democratic 
committee cannot but cause the observer 
to be impressed by the radical change in 
the atmosphere. There is a lazy, tired air 
about the apartments at the corner of 
Main and Commercial streets which is 
extremely characteristic of the unterri- 
fed“ party just now.

California. 7 


Following is the weather and crop bul- 
letin of Southern California for the week 
ending October 8: 

‘The early part of the week was warm 
with the temperature ranging generally 
above the averages; the latter part was 
cooler with night fogs in the coast dis- 
tricts. Reports from the northern districts 
show that the recent rain, which was 
quite heavy in those sections, greatly ben- 
efited the dairy and cattle interests, and, 
being followed by cooler weather and 
foggy nights, conditions favorable for bean 
work, harvesting of this crop is nearing 
the end. Peaches are near about gone, 
and fruit-drying is practically over for 
the season, except raisin-curing, which is 
well advanced. Detailed reports follow: |, 

San Luis Obispo—Dairy and cattlemen 
were greatly benefited by the recent rain; 
late crops are growing nicely. Bean- 
threshing is about finished, also a large 
part of the wheat and barley crops. High- 
est temperature, 95 deg.; lowest, 48 deg. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: The weather 
was generally fair; the nights were foggy, 
which was favorable for bean work; nights 


cooler since last week’s hot weather. 
Corn-husking has begun; the crop is gen- 
erally light. 


Los Angeles county—Duarte: The tem- 
perature has been variable, the mean be- 
ing a little above the normal. The weather 
was clear, with fog on the night of the 
Sth. Highest temperature was 99 deg.; 
lowest, 48 deg. Covina: The weather was 
warm until Thursday, when a fog came 
in and made a change; it is now cooler. 
Peaches are nearly gone; oranges are doing 
well, and will be large in size for the com- 
ing crop. The lemon crop is light,. but 
trees are making good growth. Strawberry- 
planting will be considerable this fall and 
next spring. 

Orange county — Santa Ana: October 
started in with unprecedented heat, the 
temperature ranging in the 90s, until the 
Sth, when a sudden change occurred and 
the temperature fell to 74 deg., the re- 
mainder of the week was cool and pleas- 
ant. The walnut crop is being gathered 
and will be a fair, average yield. Ana- 
heim: Cool nights and warm days were 
favorable for harvesting the sugar-beet 
and walnut crops. The walnut crop was 
more damaged by the heated wave of Au- 
gust 25 than at first estimated. Capistrano: 
Three-tenths of an inch of rain fell on 
September 30. The highest temperature 
was 90 deg.; lowest, 58 deg.

who was unable to be present. Mrs. Fay’s: 
paper was the same that was read before 
the Woman’s Congress at San Francisco. 
Games, bazars and suppers were not ad- 
vocated as legitimate and appropriate 
means of raising church expenses. Women 
were not fitted for pulpit work, as thev 
did not possess strong voices. The home 
was woman’s throne, and in her domestic 
life she should find her mission.

The Birthday of Father Matthew is 
Celebrated at Chicago. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—The birth of Father 
Matthew, the apostle of temperance, was 
celebrated today with a parade in which 
15,000 people participated. Catholic or- 
ders, Protestant societies, children from 
public, parochial-and private schools, Good 
Templars and simflar organizations, were 
in the procession; which was reviewed by 
Gov.

A magnificent gathering assembled to-
